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Reasons For Allowance 

1. Status of claims: Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, and 18 have been amended. Claims 27-29 have been 
canceled. Claims 34-36 have been added. 

2. The reasons claims 1-26 and 30-36 are allowable are listed below: 

3. The prior art of Morisawa discloses that a portable computer system has an input section 
for inputting at least a password, a main processor section for controlling the operation of the 
system to perform a data processing; and a password control section, holding one or more 
registered passwords. The password control section of Morisawa includes a restricting section 
for restricting a functional range of the data processing based on the type of the registered 
password, which coincides with the input password. However, Morisawa does not disclose or 
suggest trusted software entity which authorizes writing data into a restricted portion of the 
computer system memory, wherein the trusted software entity is a trusted routine that is part of 
BIOS, and the trusted software entity having been authenticated to access restricted portion of 
memory. 

4. Novoa discloses remotely flashing a system ROM. If access to the system ROM requires 
an administrator password, that password is either in a black box(secure memory device) in a 
computer, or is part of a remote management package used to flash the system ROM. Novoa 
does not disclose or suggest, trusted software entity which authorizes writing data into a 
restricted portion of the computer system memory, wherein the trusted software entity is a 
trusted routine that is part of BIOS, and the trusted software entity having been authenticated to 
access restricted portion of memory. Novoa discloses copying security data from a secure 
memory device in the computer to outside the computer. Novoa discloses flashing an 
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administrator password to a system ROM, but does not specify any restriction parameters on the 
system ROM.
